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COUNCILLORS have objected to 
a plan for a new Haverhill retail 
and business park, saying it fails 
to meet national planning guide¬ 
lines designed to protect town 
centres. 

Cambridge-based HPG (Develop¬ 
ments) Ltd recently unveiled its 
plan for Hamlet Green, a mixed-use 
regeneration scheme on the former 
Project Office Furniture site which 
has been vacant since the factory 
closed and the buildings were 
demolished. 

It includes a range of retail uses such as 
builders’ merchants, a family restaurant and 
four warehouse units selling bulky goods at 
the front of the site, with business start-up 
units at the rear. 

The developer held exhibitions and 
consultations and said it received positive 
feedback to the plan. It claims the park 
would help the town centre by encouraging 
people to shop locally, rather than travelling 
to Bury St Edmunds or Cambridge. 

Haverhill Town Council’s planning 
committee said it supported some aspects of 
the plan, but overall it was opposed. 

Cllr Paul McManus, chairman of the 
committee, questioned whether the site was 
right for the proposal.

A CRACKDOWN on 
people who drive 
while under the 
influence of drink 
and drugs has been 
launched.

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‘Professional’ thief 
admits 60 offences 


A “PROFESSIONAL burglar” 
who admitted more than 60 
offences in West Suffolk and 
Cambridgeshire has been 
jailed for four and a half 
years. 

Dale Cassidy was caught after 
breaking into two homes in 
Kedington and owned up to a 
further 60 offences, which police 
said had helped close the files on a 
large number of unsolved cases 
and bring closure for some victims. 

Despite Cassidy’s admissions, 
property taken in raids dating as far 
back as 1990 and valued at £48,500 
remained un-recovered, Ipswich

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Crown Court heard last Thursday. 

Cassidy, 29, was arrested 
following a burglary at a house at 
Pineview, Kedington, on fanuary 19 
when a DVD player and a safe were 
stolen. 

Prosecutor Naomi Turner said on 
the same day he had also broken 
into another house at Inglenook, 
Kedington. 

Cassidy pleaded guilty to two 
charges of burglary and asked for 
60 other offences of burglary and 
theft to be taken into 
consideration. 


Samantha Leigh, mitigating, said 
that despite Cassidy’s long history 
of offending he had expressed 
genuine remorse for his actions 
and had pleaded guilty at the 
earliest opportunity 
Cassidy, ofTheVinefields, Bury St 
Edmunds, had 21 previous con¬ 
victions for 57 separate offences, 29 
of them involving dishonesty. 

fudge Rupert Overbury told 
Cassidy that taking into account his 
past record and the current 
offences, he was a “professional 
burglar”. 

He said: “Those who invade the 
privacy of other people’s homes 
can expect little sympathy from the 
courts.” 


Police are also 
urging the public to 
report those who 
they know are drink 
drivers. 

Chief Inspector 
Adrian Dawson said: 
“Suffolk Constab¬ 
ulary is committed 
to tackling drink and 
drug driving and we 
are warning those 
who think they can 
break the law that 
they are more likely 
than ever to get 
caught. 

“The percentage 
of road traffic coll¬ 
isions where alcohol 
or drugs was a 
contributing factor 
speaks for itself. 
Those offending 
need to realise that 
they are not just 
putting themselves 
at risk but other 
innocent road users 
as well. This is a very 
serious issue and can 
have severe con¬ 
sequences.” 


Teachers’ union canes academy proposals 


GOVERNMENT plans to en¬ 
courage schools to become 
autonomous academies are “a 
brazen attack on publicly run 
education”, according to 
teachers in Cambridgeshire. 

Education secretary Michael 
Gove has written to all schools 
in the country - including, for 


the first time, primaries and 
special schools - inviting them 
to become academies. 

This means they would be 
state-funded, but would be free 
from local authority control. 

But Tom Woodcock, spokes¬ 
man for the Cambridgeshire 
branch of the National Union of 


Teachers (NUT), blasted the 
scheme. 

He said: “Far from giv¬ 
ing more control to parents and 
teachers, the Government’s new 
proposals will take schools 
further away from community 
control and put our education 
system in the hands of profit- 


driven companies who will run 
them in the interest of the 
banks and shareholders. 

“This is a brazen attack on 
publicly run education. Where 
these models have been imple¬ 
mented we have seen cuts in 
the service and a reduction in 
educational standards.”

Activities include para¬ 
chutes, football equipment 
and a wiggly wall to walk 
on, creating active zones to 
give them more structured 
play and raise their heart 
rate.

Councillors object to plans for retail park

Cllr McManus added 
that, as it stood, the curr¬ 
ent plans did not comply 
with planning policies, 
but he hoped alternative 
ideas to meet the guide¬ 
lines could be found. 

He said: “It would 
certainly be nice to see 
that site developed in 
accordance with the rules 
set down and I look 
forward to seeing that 
happen sooner rather 
than later. We do want 
this kind of development, 
but it has got to be in the 
right place. 

“We want to try and 
keep the town centre 
viable and not have out- 
of-town sites developed 


with shops that will 
jeopardise the ones in the 
town centre already. 

“It is very important 
that we keep the town 
centre vibrant and keep 
getting new shops in the 
town centre, rather than 
away from it 

“We are trying to en¬ 
courage better, new 
shops like Marks and 
Spencers or Mataland to 
come. We have got to 
keep our town centre and 
that includes the market, 
because Haverhill is a 
market town.” 

The committee said its 
main objection was that 
substantial elements of 
the plan failed to comply 
with national and local 


policies, particularly 
those involving retail 
units. One policy re¬ 
quires planning author¬ 
ities to assess the need for 
additional retail develop¬ 
ment. Town council plan¬ 
ners noted that St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough 
Council’s own retail 
report, commissioned 
before the economic 
downturn, forecast that 
there would be under 
trading in Haverhill’s 
town centre, and the 
committee agreed the 
development would 
further contribute to the 
problem. 

The planners also said: 
“There are already exist¬ 
ing proposed retail sites 


in the Local Plan that are 
closer to the town centre 
that this site, which is not 
currently zoned for retail 
use.” 

At a presentation to 
Haverhill Town Council 
earlier this year, William 
Jewson, of HPG, which 
bought the six-acre Ham¬ 
let Green site in 2008, 
said the park would 
complement existing 
businesses in the town 
and that it was likely that 
tenants on the site would 
sell bulky items such as 
sofas, carpets and white 
goods. 

The plans have been 
submitted to the borough 
council, which will make 
the final decision. 
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Call to probe 
funding for 
‘extra mayor’ 

THE role of Haverhill’s “second” 
mayor should be reviewed after 
the department ran £13,000 
over budget last year, a critic 
claims. 

As well as the town having its 
own mayor, St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council has a replica 
ceremonial role for the whole 
district. 

But after it emerged the 
position cost taxpayers almost 
£124,000, independent Cllr 
David Nettleton said it should 
not be immune from cuts. 

He said: “Its future should be 
considered. There should be no 
sacred cows. It should be looked 
at.” 

Current borough mayor, Cllr 
Ian Houlder, said: “There’s 
always going to be detractors 
and I don’t see why they 
shouldn’t question it. But I think 
it is really good value.” 

A spokeswoman for the 
council said: “The value of the 
mayoralty cannot be over est¬ 
imated. 

“The rich civic life of the 
borough gives it a profile that 
attracts visitors and investment 
and our pride in it strengthens 
our sense of community. 

“It is managed with a mini¬ 
mum of staff and a maximum of 
good will, with support from 
many volunteers and sponsors.” 



New book recalls 
village’s war days 


Looking back: John Buckell’s new book looks at Little Wratting’s response to the 
First World War. cp 


\ fascinating 
glimpse of how 
-Z \»a village with 
fewer than 200 
inhabitants sent 39 
of its sons off to fight 
in the “war to end all 
wars” is provided in 
a new book. 

fohn Buckell, who lives 
in Northampton, has 
penned Little Wratting 
and The Great War. His 
grandfather was born in 
Little Wratting and 
returned to the village 
after serving in the First 
World War, later moving 
to live in Ashley, near 
Newmarket. 

When Mr Buckell 
began researching his 
family history, he found a 
wealth of information 
about others from the 
tiny village who had gone 
to serve their country, six 
of them never to return. 

Mr Buckell said: 
“Nobody knew anything 
about my grandfather’s 
war service, he had never 
spoken about it. 

“When I started to find 
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out about other soldiers 
from Little Wratting I 
realised there was a 
greater story there than 
just my grandfather. I 
managed to find wartime 
biographies of most of 
them. There were six who 
died and a seventh whose 
parents lived in the 
village. It was such a 
small village, they 
represented about 17 per 
cent of the population.” 

The book also gives 
interesting insights into 
village life during the war 
years, with a prisoner of 
war camp established at 
Kedington, great efforts 
by local textile workers 
for the war effort and 
appeal hearings where 
local agricultural, food 
and textile workers tried 
to avoid conscription. 

Mr Buckell said: “The 
stories that emerged were 
remarkable and very 
diverse. Most were 
young, but one man, a 
husband and father, 


enlisted at the age of 42. 
Nearly half of the men 
were volunteers, and 
were awarded the 1914 or 
1915 Star. 

“Tragedy was 
sometimes the lot of the 
survivors. One man 
returned from war a 
widower because his wife 
had died in the 1918 flu 
outbreak. Another lost his 
mother and brother 
within days to the flu 
while he was away on 
active service, and not all 
who returned lived to old 
age. 

“All suffered the loss of 
people they had known 
whether family, fiends or 
neighbours. In such a 
small community as 
Little Wratting every 
death must have been 
keenly felt. 

“After the war the 
memorial in the church 
became the collective 
symbol of grief, as it did 
in every community in 
the land.” 

Mr Buckell’s book is on 
sale for £5.99 and can be 
bought at Suffolk 
Libraries.

Mum hits out over 
school’s tall trees 


SINGLE mum Michala Kenward 
says her two-year-old son Leo 
cannot play out in his own 
garden because of overhanging 
trees from the school next door 
and when she complained she 
was told to cut them back 
herself. 

Michala said neither she or her 
mostly elderly neighbours at Beech 
Grove, Haverhill, had the money to pay 
to get the 20-30 ft high conifers cut back 
and did not believe it was their 
responsibility to do so. 

She had been trying to get Castle 
Manor Business and Enterprise College 
to do something about the trees ever 
since she moved into her home two 
years ago, but said her neighbours had 
been trying to get the trees cut back for 
even longer. 

Michaela said: “It has got to the point 
where my son cannot play out in his 
own garden because of it. 

“It is bad enough that we get glass 
bottles and rubbish thrown across from 
the school, but the trees are just ruining 
our gardens. 

“I try to keep my lawn and my garden 
looking nice, but the trees overhang for 
four to five feet into my garden. 
Nothing will grow for about 10 feet from 
the trees. 

“The fences are all falling down and 
the trees are hanging on to the elect¬ 
ricity wires which must be dangerous. 

"I have complained to the school and 
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they said it was a council problem. I 
spoke to the council and they said there 
was no money in the budget and we 
should cut them back ourselves. 

“No-one wants to take responsibility 
for them and I am a single mum and I 
do not have the resources to get it done. 
A lot of my neighbours are elderly and 
one woman is also disabled. 

“Nothing gets done about it and I am 
tired of waiting.” 

David Horsnell, business manager at 
Castle Manor, said he had not told Ms 
Kenward to cut the trees herself, but 
pointed out that she was entitled by law 
to cut back the overhanging branches if 
she wished. 

He had spoken to most of the 
residents and written to those who were 
not home and the consensus so far 
seemed to be that people would like the 
trees removed completely. If everyone 
agreed, he hoped to have the work done 
at the school’s expense and the fences 
repaired by this summer. 

He said: “It affects quite a few people, 
so we have to make sure that everyone 
agrees. 

“They will lose out on some privacy 
as there is a three-storey school 
building which will look straight into 
their gardens. 

“Also with chainsaws involved, the 
work can only be done when the 
children are not at school.”

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Youth van ready 
to roll Into town 


Police are linking spate 
of thefts in rural area

DJ EQUIPMENT, computers and 
DVD players will be just some of 
the things rolling into town when 
a new activity bus hits the streets 
this week. 

Young people in Haverhill and sur¬ 
rounding villages will be getting their own 
mobile youth project with a brand new 
truck, specially equipped with all kinds of 
activities for ages 13 to 19 years. 

The idea has come from young people 
who are out in the town of an evening and 
want to use facilities, but not based in a 
building. 

Simon Pickering, youth and community 
development officer at St Edmundsbury 
Borough Council, said: “We get up to 70 
young people in Haverhill coming to a 
Wos Up night, which is a summertime, 
borough-wide mobile youth project and 
when we asked them about what they 
wanted organising in Haverhill they loved 
the idea of their own vehicle.” 

The Haverhill mobile youth project will 
operate four nights a week from a long 
wheelbase Mercedes Sprinter van that has 
been kitted out with seating, sports 
equipment and hot drink facilities. 

It carries its own generator to run the D1 
equipment, lap tops with internet access, 
games consoles, TV and DVD player and 
sound system on board. 

The design for the van exterior has been 
created by Victor Murlis, a Haverhill artist, 
who has worked with young people and 
local company Stylize. 

Kerry Young, Suffolk County Council 
youth worker, who runs the Hangar youth 
centre in Haverhill said: “The van will be 
operated by Suffolk County Council youth 
workers and we’ll have all kinds of issue 
based information and educational 
resources. 

“We will be there to connect the young 
people to the information they need, both 
in the evenings and at events such as the 
Big Day Out and U Festival.” 

Insp Andrew Mason, of Suffolk police, 
said: “I am very proud to be a partner in 
delivering this exciting new facility. I think 
it’s one of the best things I have ever done 
as a police officer and the young people of 
Haverhill should really enjoy using the 
van. The fact that it is going out so many 
days of the week, is available to all people 
and is taking activities and facilities to the 
young people is just fabulous. All activities 
are going to be free. 

“Suffolk police support this van in every 
way and I have no doubt it will be a huge

A LEADING cleric has been 
appointed the new dean of St 
Edmundsbury.

NEW computer equipment and 
a streamlining of senior man¬ 
agement should mean a faster 
response to the public from 
Suffolk police.

He said: “We are using new tech¬ 
nology to make sure the closest officer 
deals with 999 calls and they no longer 
stop at county borders. It is almost like 
the old World War 1 map room where 
they push figures around. It is early 
days, but so far it seems to be working 
very well. 


“We have had the hottest weekend of 
the year and nationally calls to police 
went right up, but we coped very well 
and recovered well. 

“We are trialling a system where 
officers are out on patrol at the times of 
day when there are most people about 
so that we increase our visibility to 
reassure the public and so that they can 
approach us with any issues they have. 

“We are never going to have a police 
officer on every corner, but we are 
increasing our visibility and the ways in 
which the public can interact with us. 

“Safer Neighbourhood Team officers 


will be out patrolling their beats. We 
want to keep our local knowledge 
locally.” 

Inspector Chris Galley, new sector 
commander for Haverhill, said there 
had been a very good response in the 
town to the first IMPACT Day in the 
county and he encouraged members of 
the public to come forward with issues 
they wanted tackled to help the police 
set their priorities. 

Tasking meetings are open to the 
public and the next one is at Haverhill 
Fire Station next Thursday at 2pm.

SEX AND THE CITY 2 (15,146 
mins) Comedy.

Samantha (Cattrall) has moved back 
to New York, battling valiantly against 
menopause, and Miranda (Nixon) has 
forgiven adulterous husband Steve 
(Eigenberg), targeting her rage instead 
at her chauvinistic boss. 

Meanwhile, Charlotte (Davis) is 
struggling to be the perfect wife to 
ever-dependable husband Harry 
(Handler) and a perfect mother to their 
two daughters. 

Thankfully, chesty Irish nanny Erin 
(Eve) is always on hand to entertain 
the youngsters. 

By chance - or rather dramatic 
contrivance - Samantha is invited to 
the United Arab Emirates to sample 


the delights of a newly opened luxury 
hotel, and takes her chums along for 
the ride. 

Sex And The City 2 is a succession of 
slick yet hollow set pieces, loosely 
stitched together to resemble a 
narrative. 

Miranda is almost surplus to 
requirements and Carrie’s vacillations 
once again take centre stage, 
culminating in a preposterous race 
around a spice market. 

As the girls fly home after their desert 
adventure, a stewardess offers Carrie 
a customs form and asks if she has 
anything to declare. 

“Yes, I’m a mess,” confirms the writer. 
She might as well be speaking about 
the film.

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Beware poisonous plants as 
summer draws you outside 


E ver wondered what 
nasties might lurk in 
your garden - and I'm 
not talking slugs, snails, grey 
mould or aphids? 

No, as the weather warms up and 
the kids venture out to play in the 
garden, it may be worth checking 
die potency of certain quite 
common plants which can leave 
tummy upsets, rashes or other 
allergic reactions. 

The Duchess of Northumberland 
is well versed in identifying 
poisonous plants, having created 
the famous Poison Garden, which 
is among the attractions at Alnwick 
Garden and Alnwick Casde. 

“If you are a gardener you will 
almost certainly have half a dozen 
of the plants which are in the 
Poison Garden,” she says. 

“Aconitum, common 
monkshood, is an unbelievable 
killer and the only time you’d ever 
take aconitum internally is if you 
were trying to kill off another 
poison. 

“If it doesn’t find another poison 
to kill in the body it will kill you.” 

Bearing tall spikes of helmeted 
flowers in blues and purples in the 
summer, it’s poisonous and a skin 
irritant, causing burning of the lips 
and mouth, intense vomiting,

diarrhoea and spasms. 

Many of us have laurel in our 
gardens: it belongs to the family 
that includes apple, cherry, plum 
and almond. 

“When people chop down their 
laurel hedges the sap gives off an 
unbelievably soporific effect and 
they find themselves falling asleep,” 
the Duchess explains. “You only 
have to smell the sap to be affected 
by it.” 

Hemlock, foxgloves, aquilegia, 
autumn crocus (colchicum 
autumnale), laburnum and 
hellebores are all common plants 
you might find in your garden or in 
a hedgerow, and ail have different 
levels of toxicity - you can find 
them all in the Poison Garden in 
Alnwick. 

The amount you would have to 
ingest to do real damage varies 
from plant to plant, says the 


Duchess, whose knowledge of 
poisonous plants has inspired a 
new teenage novel, The Poison 
Diaries, by MaryroseWood, in 
which some of the plants are 
featured. 

“There was a case a few months 
ago where a woman poisoned her 
former lover and his fiancee in an 
act of jealous revenge by putting 
aconitum in a curry. The man died 
and his fiancee ended up in a coma 
but survived because she’d eaten 
less of the curry. People have 
forgotten these plants’ capabilities.” 

The Poison Garden, which is 
licensed to grow cannabis and 
strychnine to help educate children 
to the dangers of drugs, also houses 
common plants you’d find in any 
garden centre. 

Foxgloves (digitalis) were once 
used as a heart remedy but can also 
poison you, she says. Both the wild 
and hybrids produce tall spikes 
bearing bell-like flowers in a variety 
of colours. All parts of the plant are 
poisonous, the leaves are more 
poisonous before flowering and the 
seeds are most toxic. 

Avoid giant hogweed, as if you 
are scratched by its leaves your skin 
becomes photo-sensitive and 
allergic to sunlight. Symptoms 
include a rash and itching. 

Euphorbia sap can do the same 
thing, with symptoms recurring 


when the sun comes out - and 
there’s no cure for it. 

Many bulbs including daffodils, 
tulips and snowdrops are also 
poisonous, but it is the bulb part 
rather than the flowers that are 
toxic. Medieval maids set the bulbs 
about to poison mice and other 
vermin. 

A lot of people grow datura 
(Brugmansia suaveolens), 
otherwise known as Angel’s 
trumpet, in their greenhouses, yet 
all parts of this plant are poisonous 
if ingested. 

“When I was in Argentina a 
couple of years ago they were 
growing wild on the roadside and I 
said to the guide, 'Do you know 
how poisonous these plants are?’ 

He said, ‘We use it to send babies to 
sleep, by putting a flower on their 
pillow’. I told him that if they left it 
there all night the baby would be 
dead by morning,” the Duchess 
recalls. 

If you think your child has eaten 
a poisonous plant or suffered an 
allergic reaction to it, seek medical 
attention from A&E at your local 
hospital, taking a plant sample with 
you. 

But don’t panic. 

“By and large the main cause of 
injury in the garden is falling off 
ladders,” says Guy Barter, RHS head 
of horticultural advisory services.
